Points .n New School Liw. 

The new school law does not effect 
\ .. em P lo J rn,ent °t te*chers for the 
fall schccls. The main points of the 
law may >e stated as follows i 

1st— The county is tc be the unit 
for taaation, «nd a tax not exceed- 
ing 20c on the $100 may be levied 
by the fiscal court, on recomt 
tion of the count- board of 
tion. for all ten 
ings, supplemen 
aries, etc. 

2nd — The county is to be divided 
into four. six. or eight divisions 
similar to magisterial districts 

3rd— Each divnion must then be 
divided by the county ;udge, county 
attorney and superintendent into 
school districts of not less than fifty 
pupilt in emergencies and not less 
than forty under any consideration. 
These divisions must be made before 
Aueust of this year. 

4lh — One trustee is to be erected 
in each school district, so establish- 
ed on the first Saturday in August, 
one half to serve one year and die 
half to terve two years. 

5th Ail the trustees within a 
division o. the county will rr.e-1 
at some place and organise them- 
selvfs one of the number chairman 
and one secretary. This division 
board has the employment of the 
teachers for all the schools in that 
division. 

6th — The chairman of the division 
boards with the superintended con- 
stitute a county board of education. 
Thit board has chief control of the 
financiet for school purposes. 

7tb-Graded schools with a levy 
as much as a 20c tax aie not affect- 
ed by this law. 

*tb -A county high school must 
be established.
